GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-_ / 3-79 

AN ORDINANCE approving the Board of Public 
Works proposed Capital Program Expenditures 
for 1980 and Amendment to the 1979 Capital 
Improvement Expenditures. 

WHEREAS, heretofore on April 11, 1973, General Ordinance 
No. G-Q7-73 was adopted requiring the Board of Public Works of the City 
of Fort Wayne to at least annually on or before the 30th day of June of 
each year provide the Common Council with itemized estimates of capital 
program expenditures for the succeeding fiscal years; 

WHEREAS, said Board of Public Works does hereby submit to said 
Common Council said itemized estimates, all as set forth in Exhibits "A" 
and "C" attached hereto and hereby made a part hereof; and 

WHEREAS, said Board of Public Works desires to amend said 
itemized estimates heretofore approved by the Common Council as General 
Ordinance No. G-14-78 by adding thereto those itemized estimates set forth 
in Exhibit "B" attached hereto and hereby made a part hereof. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. All estimates of capital programs presented by the 
Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne to the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne as shown on Exhibits "A" and "C" attached hereto 
and made a part hereof is now approved in whole by the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 2. All estimates of capital programs to be added to 
those heretofore approved by General Ordinance No. G-14-78 presented by 
the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne to the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne as shown on Exhibit "B" attached hereto and 
made a part hereof is now approved in whole by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne. 


SECTION 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
